A 
little arm soreness and itching and 
aliRhl ill feeling is all the discom- 
fort that otually tlModa a vaceia- 
Ition such as i» now provided and 
lbs people have nothing more te- 
nous to fear than a litttatanporary 
discoinlorl, which, weighed agaiost 
ioture comfort and immunity from 
diaaaae, ia aa nothing.

We have not aa a people begun 
to realise until raaently the fall 
truth and meaning of the economic 
axiom that tbe cost of labor is to 
be meaaured not by tha wagea piaid 
but by the value of the producL 
We may pay much higher wages 
than any country of Bnrepe, but 
the labor coat of our manufactures 
is less than those of Europe, be- 
eaoaa by aoparior machinery and 
more; highly trained skill in man- 
aging it, one of our workmen can 
turn out a better product and a 
good deal more of it in a day. 

Laat year, wben a Philadelphia 
iron firm underbid British menu* 

facturers for the supply of 1,000 
tons of iron piping to the City of 
Glaagow, it waa aurmiaed by Glas- 
gow's astounded City Council that 
tbe Philadelphia firm waa paying 
smaller wages to its workmen. It 
was found that higher wages were 
paid to American workmen, who, 
bowavar, produced, per man in the 
aame time, over twenty-five per 
oent more piping than the Brit- 
iah. The AaoiiBrieaiBS conld sell 
their product in Glasgow, 3,000 
miles away, at the smaller price. 

Mr. Jeans, aacretary of tha Brit- 
iah Iron Trade Association, said 
recently that the labor coat of mak- 
ing billeta and raila in Amanea is 
now from 25 to 35 per oant. laaa 
than in Great Britain. 

Operativea making a certain 
grade of shoes in Massachusetts re- 
ceive three times the wagea of Ger- 
man operativea, but our ahoamak- 
ing machinery bas redutied the coat 
of tbe American product to 40 cants 
per pair, while the aame grade of 
shoes made in Garmaay coata 58 
centa a pair. 

Thia cotHltry ia competing suc- 
cessfully with the rest of the world, 
not by demanding from ita work- 
men twelve hours' labor at meager 
wages, but by using well-paid la- 
bor and the best machinery to im- 
prove the quality ajid increaae the 
quantity of its products. We are 
increaaicg the economy of labor 
without reducing the wages of the 
artisan.
